MEETING 


| CITIZENS MEET AT HIGH SCHOOL 


One hundred and two citizens of Wilmington attended the 
open hearing of the town manager charter Revision Committee 
at the High Schoo] Gymnasium Jast Sunday. 

Sponsored by the Wilmington Taxpayers Association, and 
presided over by Edward Curtis, chairman, the hearing had 


CharJes McGlue, 


attorney for the speaker of the House of 


Representatives and former State Democrat Committee chairman 
give an analysis of the town-city manager form of Govern- 


ment. 


Speaking strongly against 
the town manager government, 
Mr, McGlue stated that the 
rights of the citizen were be- 
ing taken away and that citi- 
zen participation in civic 
affairs is discouraged. 

He noted that Wilmington’s 

share of the distribution from 
the State was $123,000,00 in 
1958. This amount was based on 
our 1945 assessed valuation 
formuJas which was only 4 mil- 
lion dollars, At present our 
assessed valuation is 19 mil- 
lion °@3 thousand do)lars, an 
increase of 15 million dol- 
Jars. By using present valua- 
tions for our tax formula, our 
return tax check from state 
distribution would be in ex- 
cess of $400,000. 
(Editor's note--2 years ago, 
our then T.M,Courtney decided 
against the new formula as he 
felt that in the Jong run, our 
benefits would be negated by 
the increased cost the town 
would then be assessed.) Mr. 
McGlue stated that he thought 
our T.M, should take advantage 
of this formula and that in 
doing so, could save some 12 
to 14 doJlars on this years 
tax rate. 

He mentioned that various 
large town which had T.M, form 
of governpent are now trying 
to oust it. Quoting from an 
editorial out of a Saugus 
paper,he read that one Select- 
man who was a strong proponent 
for town manager some years 
ago, had completely reversed 
his stand and wants T.M. abo- 
lished. Saugus has had ten T. 
M,s in ten years, while Wil- 
mington has three in seven 
years. 

The revisions that were re- 
commended were mainly taken

from the report on T.M, for 
the town of Brookline, Brook- 
line, largest township in the 
Commonwealth, has just reject- 
ed T.M. form of Government, 
feeling that the charter, in 


the whole was too dictatoria) 
and too authoriative for one 
man. 

A question and answer period 
then followed, the main sub- 
ject being the type of govern- 
ment to be proposed in place 
of T.M. should it be revoked 
this year, 

Wr. Curtis informed those 
present that should T.M. char- 
ter be revoked, it would be 
one year before it goes out of 
force, stil] retaining the 
present T,M. and Board*of Se]- 
ectmen. He also said that the 
Executive Secretary plan would 
be similar to T.M, with the 
exception that the powers to 
appoint, hire and fire commit- 
tees and boards wil] be in the 
hands of their duly elected 
representatives, the Board of 
Selectmen. When pointed out 
that almost the same situation 
was in effect here, that the 
present Board of Selectmen had 
appointed our present T.M., Mr 
Curtis stated that under the 
proposed revision where Sel- 
ectmen were elected yearly, 
the people who were dissatis- 
fied could vote the entire 
board out if desiring to. 

Among those present were 
Selectmen Frank Hagerty and 
Don Kidder, Atty Pred Corum 
and Planning Board Chairman 
Danie] Gillis. 

The meeting adjourned at 
5:45 p.m.
